With Refpect rheretore to natural Caufes, Philoto- 
phers fay, that Wir is the Effect of a Head weil made, 
a Brain well temper‘d, and tu'l of a delicate Subftance, 
a Liver hor and Iuminous, fixed by Melancholy, and 
{weetened by Blood. The delcate Subftance or Cho- 
ler gives brightnefs and Penetration ; she Me'an- 
choly gives good Senfe and Solidiry ; the Blood A- 
greeablene!s and Delicacy. According to the Non- 
on of fome Platonick Philofuphers thcfe Humours 
though material, are the Tbings that compote a great 
Genius, almoft in the Manner as the Vapours of 
the Earth compofe Thunderbolts and Lightnings. 
For, fay they, the Spirits of Choler and Blood are 
‘kindled in the Brain, fo that ahor Exhalauon 1s In- 
flamed .as ic were in a hort and morft Cloud ; and 
the bright fparkling Spirits open in the Head adry 
Lightning, which renders the Soul Wife and [nteli- 
gent, according to the Dectrine of Her-clitus.

All Souls, indeed 11s true, are of the {ame Species; they 
are all the Images of God, and are marked with the 
Brightnefs of bis Countenance. Bur this hinders nox 
but that there may be fome wherein this Brighin fs is 
more conipicuous, and the Tracts of Divine Beauty 
have a deeper Impretfion, from whence they become 
more noble and perfect, more fenfible and Ingenious.
